—“ of democracy’s oldest evils but 

it‘is absurd to say that they can be 
abolished by law. The perfectly 
legitimate costs of elections come 
high and must be paid. 

Who. should pay. ther? At pres- 
ent they are paid by anonymous 
donors who-don't expect to spend 
their money for nothing. The an- 
ticipated future favors of govern- 
ments in return for this financial 
support have always. been an evil 
and usually paid in the end hy the 
public, one way or another. -: 

Everybody understands that but 
it takes a. bold government to do 

Such a govern- 
ment has appeared in Quebee where, 
under-a Jaw soon to be_introduced 
in the legislature, campaign funds 


. will be provided out. of public rev- 


enues. Probably encouraged by the 
Quebec example; the Liberal party 


-in. Parliament proposes to introduce 


it into federal politics. 

Under the scheme approved at.a 
recent meeting of Libera! leaders in 
Ottawa every serious candidate for 
Parliament-—that isto say every” 
eandidate who qualified under a 
known set of rules and was not 
running for the fun of it---would be 
allowed to spend a fixed amount of 
money. on his campaign and no 
more, ‘This money would be fur- 
nished by the public treasury.- . 

_Of course the amount of expen- 


*ditute allowed would vary accord- 


ing to the population and area. of 


.the individual coristituency, simply 
“because the cost of elections in: some—
